The noted chicf, Powder Face, in

ML Seger, gave the following in-
tt-z'n':‘«tm;_ facts concerning his life
pand asdventures.  Bearing in mind
that Powder Faee is now one of the
most progressive of his people, the
radical change in his mode of life
and thought is very gratifying, and
his life iy, of itself, a powerful refu-
tation of the theory that the Indians
cannot be civilized :

When I was ten years old, the
Arapalies were governed by four
ol chtefs, viz,, Little Raven, Yellow
Boar, Dig Mouth and Powder Face,
my futher,  Little Raven is the only
survivor of the four. These chiefs
were looked upon by the young men
